Jerome was reported missing on July 
16. Her vehicle was found in south 
Edmonton July 19. The family has been 
spreading posters in and around the city 
and is keeping in contact with police, 
who continue to investigate.

“It’ll be an exciting ride 
from eight storeys high, 
starting from the clock tow¬ 
er and ending about three 
storeys high around the 
Three Bananas Cafe,” said 


Brian Vaasjo, president of 
Capital Power, a platinum 
sponsor for the event. 

“I watched it at the 
Olympics and people just 
had a tremendous time.” 

The Ziptrek Ecotours zip 
line will span about 530 
feet at speeds of about 15 to 
16 km/h and will carry 
about 50 to 60 people an 
hour with its parallel lines. 

It is free to ride during 
the four-day event. Having 
gained success with the zip 
line during the Vancouver 


Olympics, David Udow, 
president of Ziptrek Eco¬ 
tours, exclaimed, “It’s all 
going to be in the context 
of a really fun and festive 
environment.” 

To parallel the Grey 
Cup’s theme of Hot to Hud¬ 
dle, the downtown compo¬ 
nent will be called Huddle 
Town. 

“We’re a city who needs 
to be visionaiy and do the 
kind of things our citizens 
want,” said Mayor Mandel.

The massive expansion of 
the Edmonton Internation¬ 
al Airport is moving for¬ 
ward on time and under 
budget, according to Paul 
Garbiar, the airport’s vice- 
president of infrastructure 
and technology. 

“Eveiything’s on sched¬ 
ule,” Garbiar said yesterday. 

“We actually anticipate 
delivering this project ap¬ 
proximately 25 per cent be¬ 
low the $1-billion initial 
budget.” 

Since construction got 
underway last year, the air¬ 
port has added more than 
480,000 square feet of space 
to its facilities. 

One of the airport’s 
biggest additions will be the 
new control tower, which 
will boast wave-lilce forma¬ 
tions on its exterior in order

Police are looking for five 
suspects in connection 
with two violent assaults 
early yesterday morning. 
The first assault 
happened on Whyte Av¬ 
enue and 107 Street when 
three men, one of them 
armed with a pipe-lilce 
object, assaulted two 
men. One man suffered 


serious injuries to his 
head and face. The 
second assault happened 
three blocks away about 
15 minutes later. In this 
case, two men got out of a 
vehicle and assaulted two 
younger males with a 
pipe-lilce object. One of 
the victims was taken to 
hospital with serious 
head injuries. “At this 
time there’s no evidence 
to suggest the two 
assaults are directly relat¬ 
ed, but we are still investi¬ 
gating this,” said Acting 
Det.

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New census change 
may spark concern 


O Statistics Canada cuts questions 
about unpaid work O Critics fear 
change will hit seniors, women 


Statistics Canada has 
removed questions about 
unpaid work from its 
replacement 

questionnaire for the infa¬ 
mous long-form census. 

And critics fear the 
omission will lead to mis¬ 
directed policy for seniors, 
women and children. 

Industry Minister Tony 
Clement has defended the 
government’s decision to 
axe the mandatory long 
census by saying it will be 
replaced by a voluntary 



survey that asks the same 
questions. 

But the voluntary 
survey, called the National 
Household Survey, is not 
an exact replica. 

It adds a few questions 
on commuting, subsidized 
housing, child support 
payments and religion, 
StatsCan officials said. 

It also deletes an entire 
section about what Cana¬ 
dians do when they’re not 
working for money. 

In the 2006 long census, 
StatsCan asked 
respondents how many 
hours a week they spent 
doing unpaid housework 
or yard work. 

They also asked how 
much time they spent 
looking after their own or 
other people’s children, 
without pay — including 
helping kids with their 
homework and talking to 
teens about problems.

Worst smog 
in years chokes 
Muscovites 


A cloud of harmful smog has enveloped Moscow, raising airborne pollutants to 
four times the norm, officials said yesterday. Doctors urged residents to stay in¬ 
doors as the city swelters in a record heat wave. Officials say the smog, which 
has plunged the Kremlin and other famous landmarks into a dull haze for days, 
is the capital’s worst since 2002. 


152 killed as jetliner crashes in monsoon 


A passenger jet that offi¬ 
cials suspect veered off 
course in monsoon rains 
and thick clouds crashed 
into hills overlooking Pak¬ 
istan’s capital yesterday. 

All 152 people on board 
were killed and body parts 
and twisted metal were 
scattered far and wide. 

The Airblue jet’s crash 
was the deadliest ever in 
Pakistan, and just the lat¬ 
est tragedy to jolt a coun¬ 
try that has suffered 
numerous deaths in recent 


years due to al-Qaida and 
Taliban attacks. 

The plane left the south¬ 
ern city of Karachi at 7:45 
a.m. for a two-hour flight 
to Islamabad and the crew 
were tiying to land when 
contact with the control 
tower was lost, said Pervez 
George, a civil aviation offi¬ 
cial. 

Airblue is a private air¬ 
line based in Karachi, Pak¬ 
istan’s largest city. 

The aircraft, an Airbus 
A321, crashed some 15 The

kilometres from the air¬ 
port, scorching a wide 
stretch of the Margalla 
Hills, including a section 
behind Faisal Mosque, one 
of Islamabad’s most promi¬ 
nent landmarks. 

Twisted metal wreckage 
hung from trees and lay 
scattered across the 
ground. Smoke rose from 
the scene as helicopters 
hovered. 

The cause of the crash 
was not immediately clear,

Rogers launched its new 
Chatr brand yesterday in 
major Canadian cities, 
adding more competition 
to the discount wireless 
phone market targeted at 
the most basic of cell¬ 
phone users. 

Chatr is offering unlim¬ 
ited talk and text with no 
contracts, similar to pack¬ 
ages available from new 
players Wind Mobile, Pub¬ 
lic Mobile and Mobilicity. 

But like some of its com¬ 
petitors Chatr’s low-priced 
plans stop short of data 
packages that allow for In¬ 
ternet browsing, video 
streaming and email. 

Chatr is marketed to¬ 
ward consumers such as a

ice.

I might shoot a cheese¬ 
burger between the eyes, but 
there’s an ice cream cone right 
behind it, heading 
straight for my 
mid-section. 

What if it 
doesn’t stop? At 
this rate, I’ll die 
weighing 380 
pounds. The funer¬ 
al director will 
have to refill the 
embalming fluid — 
one final time that 
I’ll be the cause of 
an empty keg. 

I know I’m not 
fat. I have 
overweight friends 
who would eat me whole if I 
even suggested it. (And if anyone 
fat finds that offensive, well, try 
to catch me.) 

What can I say? I’m vain. First 


of all. I’m in Toronto, where 
there are no fat people. Or at 
least they all stay inside, 

ashamed that they 
can’t fit into our 
over-packed 
streetcars. 

Second, I’m sin¬ 
gle. That automati¬ 
cally adds 35 
pounds when you 
look in the mirror. 
They’re only love 
handles if there’s 
somebody to hold 
them. 

And every mar¬ 
ried person knows 
the deal is you 
raise kids, grow 
gardens, and expand mid¬ 
sections. This gives you a nice 
protective cushion when you 
don’t eat for the first two 
months after the divorce. 


I need to lose weight and 
here’s how: Make more money.

It’s hard to believe that Ma¬ 
roon 5 is only releasing 
their third album. 

The band have been on 
America’s radar since the 
pop perfection of This 
Love slowly wormed its 
way into our conscious¬ 
ness somewhere between 
its release in 2002, climb¬ 
ing the charts in 2004 and 
winning a Grammy in 
2006. 

Singer Adam Levine also 
seems surprised that Hands 
All Over, which comes out 
in September, is only their 
third proper release. “It 
feels like our tenth,” he 
says. 

You’ve never been afraid of 
being explicit, and there are 
a few suggestive phrases in 
Misery, the leadoff single.

ferent, it was totally coinci¬ 
dental. That’s like back in 
the day, I think that’s on 
Louder Than Love. ... I 
mean, we have really eclec¬ 
tic tastes. I grew up with 
Soundgarden and Pearl 
Jam and Nirvana and all 
those bands.... So probably 
subconsciously some¬ 
where in the back of my 
mind. 


The album cover is pretty 
racy, too. Is there anything 
that makes your bandmates 
say, “That’s a bit much, 
Adam”? 

I think that I’m a bit more 
overt in a lot of ways. But I 
think the band is OK with 
that... They’ve reeled me in 
a ton, trust me. I’ve cen¬ 
sored myself too. But some¬ 
times it’s good to kind of 
have checks and balances. 


Let’s talk a little bit about that 
album cover. That’s a new di¬ 
rection for you guys to go in. 
It’s almost psychedelic. 

Our manager just Googled 
the phrase Hands All Over, 
just for the hell of it, and 
the first thing that came 
up was this amazing 
woman and her photo art. 
I guess she had named it 
Hands All Over just coinci¬ 
dentally.

O Klosterman on his writing and toying with his interviewers 


Chuck Klosterman tends to 
wax meta. 

Throughout his career 
of analyzing music, sports 
and pop culture, the hyper¬ 
self-aware essayist can’t 
help but insert his very 
specific experience into 
topics such as how much 
David Koresh had in com¬ 
mon with Kurt Cobain and 
the logistics of time travel. 

For instance, in the 
opening chapter of his lat¬ 
est compilation of essays, 
Eating the Dinosaur, now 
out in paperback, Kloster¬ 
man dissects the process of 
conducting interviews — 
something he’s been on 
both sides of — admitting 
he openly lies during some 
interviews, and drawing 
the conclusion that they’re 



relatively pointless. 

It makes for a perfectly 
awkward moment when it 
comes time for Klosterman 
to be interviewed to pro¬ 
mote this book. 

He already knows he 
may have shot himself in 
the foot this time. 

“Well, I have to say it

has effectively stopped peo¬ 
ple from trying to inter¬ 
view me,” he jokes. 

“In general, I get written 
about less now than I did a 
few years ago. But maybe 
the essay has something to 
do with it, I don’t know.” 

But back to David Kore¬ 
sh and Kurt Cobain: 
Klosterman’s approach to 
his essays, which tend to 
draw parallels between 
seemingly incongruous ele¬ 
ments and people in pop 


culture, are like a game of 
“which one of these things 
doesn’t belong?” in re¬ 
verse. 

“I don’t really know 
what I think about some¬ 
thing until I write about 
it,” he explains. 

“I think, ‘Why do I like 
these two things? Because 
it feels like I like them in 
the same way.’ Writing is 
the process of deducing 
that.” 

In the long run, however, 
Klosterman is dubious 
about his own writing’s im¬ 
portance. 

“The main thing, if they 
have any value over time — 
and they probably don’t — 
it would be land of like 
present tense history, so 
that if somebody goes back

later and reads these books, 
while the ideas might not

Unapologetic 
about living 
on the edge 

O New book by Steven Adler takes readers back stage 
with Guns N’ Roses © Drummer chronicles addiction 


Steven Adler’s memoir, My 
Appetite for Destruction: 
Sex & Drugs & Guns N’ Ros¬ 
es, offers a heartbreaking 
behind-the-scenes look at 
the band’s creation — and 
eventual separation. He al¬ 
so describes his tendency 
toward self-destruction 
from a very young age. 

Adler started skipping 
school and doing drugs 
when he was 11 — and nev¬ 
er looked back. He was 
kicked out of his mother’s 
house on numerous occa¬ 
sions before he was old 
enough to vote. His only 
consistent relationship was 
with drugs and alcohol. 

Adler was the drummer 
for Guns N’ Roses from 
1985 to 1990. He says he 
handed future bandmate 
Slash his first guitar when 
they were 13 years old. 
They would jam day and 
night on the stoop of 
Slash’s grandmother’s 



house. Drugs were a large 
presence in his life, Adler 
writes, but he never saw it 
as a problem. Then he was 
kicked out of Guns N’ Roses 
because of it. 

After being booted from 
the band, Adler spiralled 
down into depression and 
more drug use. Brushes 
with death only kept him 
sober long enough so he

could pull the tubes out of 
his arm and walk out of the 
hospital. But Adler had to 
get clean. One more con¬ 
frontation with the law and 
he was facing jail time. 

Adler writes that he can 
only achieve a natural high 
when he’s on the stage, so 
he dove into what he hoped 
would be a new great band 
— Adler’s Appetite — and 
his key to sobriety. 

Destruction is a jolting 
look at what Adler did as an 
addict and a rock star, in 
that order. It’s a haunting 
tale, yet manages to come 
off with an air of innocence.

Six years is a long life for 
an independent band, es¬ 
pecially one that was as 
hyped as Arcade Fire was 
when they released their 
debut disc in 2004. But 
here we are, their third al¬ 
bum is out on Tuesday and 
they’re still as big as ever. 

The secret to their suc¬ 
cess isn’t so much a secret, 
they’ve just managed to do 
two things that most 
band’s fail at: Make good 
music and put on an in¬ 
credible live show. Third 
discs are often a letdown, 
especially if the second 
one is really good, but not 
in this case. 

The Montreal six-piece 
has once again written a 
brilliant record and while 
they’ve tweaked their 
sound they haven’t gone 
off the rails. The first thing 
you’ll notice is that The 
Suburbs is more subdued 
than their previous discs, 
but not by much. They’ve 



toned down the excess 
sounds and only threw in 
what made sense. It’s also 
their most diverse record 
— the rocker Month of 
May is straight out of Neil 
Young’s songboolc; the 
bouncy Deep Blue draws 
more from Paul McCart¬ 
ney. The music is still dark, 


with blasts of deep bass 
drums, Springsteen-lilce 
ambition and new wave-y 
melodies, but it’s more re¬ 
fined. If the band keeps 
this up, nothing will stop 
them.

Tuesday’s scenes were 
shot in the heart of the 
Left Bank, near the Pan¬ 
theon, the resting place of 
many of France’s luminar¬ 
ies.

Allen, in his usual self- 
deprecating style, warned 
the French movie-going 
public in April that “I’m 
going to kill myself” if his 
biggest European boosters 
don’t like this movie.

Condoleezza Rice is no 
stranger to the whims of 
royalty. So when the 
Queen of Soul herself, 
Aretha Franklin, decided 
the two should get to¬ 
gether to play a song or 
two for charity, it was de¬ 
creed. 

The former U.S. secre- 


taiy of state and Franklin 
took the stage Tuesday 
evening at Philadelphia’s 
Mann Music Center in a 
rare duet for Rice, the 
classically trained pianist, 
and Franklin, the soulful 
voice of a generation. 
Their aim was to raise 
money for urban children 


and awareness for music 
and the arts. 

“It is a joint effort for 
the inner-city youth of 
Philadelphia and Detroit,” 
Franklin told The Associ¬ 
ated Press the night be¬ 
fore their concert with 
the Philadelphia Orches¬ 
tra. Their appearance in 
the three-hour concert be¬ 
fore an estimated crowd 
of 8,000 overflowed with 
Franklin’s catalogue of 
hits and arias from the 
world of opera and classi¬ 
cal music. 

“We decided to give it a 
try,” Franklin said. “So 
here we are, in the city of 
Brotherly — and Sisterly 
— Love.” 

Rice, better known as a 
diplomat and national se¬ 
curity adviser, accompa¬ 
nied Franklin singing her 
hit I Say A Little Prayer as 
well as My Country ‘Tis of 
Thee. Rice said she prac¬ 
ticed furiously for her 
performance of Mozart’s 
Piano Concerto in D Mi¬ 
nor with the orchestra. 

Rice’s given name is de¬ 
rived from the Italian 
opera stage instruction 
con dolcezza, meaning 
“with sweetness.” Long a 
musician of note, she 
played from elementaiy 
school through college 
and beyond, in quartets 
and performing chamber 
music. She has even 
played with cellist Yo-Yo 
Ma. But, she said this was 
“the first time I’ve played 
with an orchestra since I 
was 18.”

‘I think I made the right decision’ 


O Black Eyed Peas’ frontman tells 
how he almost didn’t make music 


Before embarking on his 
successful music career, 
Black Eyed Peas’ frontman 
will.i.am had designs on a 
far different line of work. 

“Right after high 
school, I went to fashion 
school and the music just 
was a stronger calling at 
the time,” recalled the 
Grammy-winning artist, 
who attended the Fashion 
Institute of Design and 
Merchandising in Los An¬ 
geles.

Angelina Jolie says she’s 
worried about the 
people of North Korea, 
particularly the persecu¬ 
tion defectors face when 
repatriated to the reclu¬ 
sive state. 

Jolie was in Seoul on 
yesterday to promote 
her latest action 
thriller, Salt, which 
opens with a scene that 
takes place in a North 
Korean prison. 

Jolie, who serves as a 
goodwill ambassador for 
the UN High 
Commissioner for 


Refugees, said she got a 
tutorial on the plight of 
North Korean defectors 
from Seoul-based 
officials from the UN 
refugee agency. 

“They spoke a lot 
about the concerns 
about people being per¬ 
secuted when they are 
sent back to North 
Korea,” she said. “I’m 
very concerned about 
the people.” 

Tens of thousands of 
people from 
impoverished North Ko¬ 
rea have migrated to 


neighbouring China in 
recent years, activists 
say. Many are sent back 
as part of an agreement 
between North Korea 
and China. 

Some 19,000 have 
made it to South Korea. 

“I learned today about 
them gaining citizenship 
and crossing into South 
Korea,” Jolie told 
reporters. 

“The UNHCR practices 
quiet diplomacy in 
which they do more 
than they talk about.”

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Germ inspection 
time: Some hot 
spots in the home 


We all try our best to 
maintain a clean, 
healthy living space for 
ourselves and our fami¬ 
lies. But there are many 
germs lingering around 
our homes that we 
could be missing.

The group of neighbour¬ 
hoods on Edmonton’s 
north side, referred to as 
Namao, make up a 
bustling, vibrant commu¬ 
nity of just over 31,000 
people. 

It may seem rather iso¬ 
lated from the rest of the 
city, given that it is a fair 


way up the stretch of 97 
Street that turns into High¬ 
way 28, but according to 
Teri Muiselaar, a resident 
of the area, getting around 
is actually quite easy. 

“The area itself is excel¬ 
lent for getting anywhere,” 
Muiselaar says, noting that 
transit in the area is quite 
good. 

In fact, 97 Street con¬ 
nects the area directly to 


the downtown core, mak¬ 
ing for direct transit routes 
— so the area is easily ac¬ 
cessible by bus or by car. 

One of the communi¬ 
ties, Eaux Claires, will 
even back onto a new tran¬ 
sit centre, Muiselaar said. 

“It will be veiy conven¬ 
ient,” she said, noting that 
it should be open soon. 
There is also a transit cen¬ 
tre on Castledowns Road. 


Muiselaar, a member of 
the Eaux Claires Commu¬ 
nity League, noted that the 
area is very family-orient¬ 
ed. “Most of [the communi¬ 
ty] is all families that live 
in there; young families, 
mostly,” she said. “There’s 
lots of amenities around.” 

The Crown and Anchor 
is certainly a hidden gem 
in the Namao area with 
great live music. 



NORTH END HOUSING

When it comes to 
growth and expansion in 
Edmonton, prospective 
homebuyers may look to 
the south. 

But according to a few 
real estate agents in the 
city, the north side 
seems to be turning 
heads as of late. 

An area to note in the 
north is Namao, which 
includes the neighbour¬ 
hoods of Belle Rive and 
Eaux Claires, in between 
97 Street and 82 Street, 
and 153 Avenue and 167 
Avenue. 

Gil Whyte and Lorri 
Brewer, both realtors 
with Re/Max Real Estate, 
shed some light on the 
hidden gem in the Ed¬ 
monton housing market. 

“If you want to take

Braidwood: ‘I’ve got 
everything to prove* 


O Eskimos lineman makes 
long-awaited return from injury 
O Edmonton searching for 1st win

Adam Braidwood will play 
football Friday for the Ed¬ 
monton Eskimos for the 
first time since he tore his 
knee up two years ago. It 
was an injury that brought 
so much pain, he almost 
quit the game. 

“I’ve got everything to 
prove. Our whole team 
does,” said Braidwood after 
the team practised yester¬ 
day at Commonwealth Sta¬ 
dium. 

“That’s extra pressure, 
but I love it. I love digging 
myself out of a hole.” 

The 26-year-old defen¬ 
sive lineman is set to start 
at defensive tackle when 
the winless 0-4 Eskimos 
take on the visiting 1-3 B.C. 
Lions. 

It’s been a long road 
back for Braidwood, who 
tore up his left knee against 
the Saskatchewan 

Roughriders on Oct. 26, 
2007. 

Since then, he has had 
three surgeries on it in two 
years: Rehabbing it, then 
tearing it, rehabbing then 
tearing — a process that 
likely wasn’t helped by 
Braidwood mixing in some 


mixed martial arts fighting 
on the side. 

He was set to return in 
training camp 2009, when 
he learned the knee was 
tom again. The pain was ex¬ 
cruciating. He couldn’t 
push a shopping cart, 
couldn’t walk his dog. A 
year of lonely rehab was 
now going to be followed 
by yet another. 

He was 25 and ready to 
quit. 

“I was limping around 
the locker-room and it hurt, 
and I said ‘Man, I’ve got to 
go through this (rehab) 
again. It’s going to take me 
a year to get ready. 

“(Quarterback) Jason 
Maas looked at me and said, 
‘Yeah, but you’ve got to do 
it.’ And that was it. No sec¬ 
ond thought. I kind of 
snapped out of it and never 
really thought about it 
again.” 

Braidwood, after starting 
the year on the Eskimos 
practice roster, has been el¬ 
evated to the starting right 
tackle spot.
